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The steel pan is a percussion instrument. It is made of metal and is played with 
special sticks. The steel pan sound is made by striking the instrument. 


In some parts of the world, there were people who did not have instruments 

to play music. They had to make music with items that they found around 

the house or in their yards. They used frying pans, garbage can lids, and tin 
pans. Young people would play music together and form bands using these 
instruments. The players found that the sound of these instruments changed if 
you beat on them for a long time. 


As they looked for new and different kinds of sounds, some musicians started 
hitting empty oil barrels they found. At first, the instruments had only 2 or 3 
different notes on them. Today, there are steel pans that have around 30 different 
notes on one instrument! 


The steel pan is heard in many different styles of music, but it is especially good for 
playing calypso music. In the past, people used calypso music to communicate. Now 
when people hear the sound of the steel pan, they think of a tropical island, where 
the music was first played. Listen closely to the steel pan during Bass and Beats’ 
performance, and see if you can imagine being on a tropical island!

Rossini/Overture to The Thieving Magpie (excerpt) 

An Overture is a piece of music that is played at the 
beginning of a play or opera, so it is a great way to begin 
our concert! This music has everything, and shows off 
some of the great sounds a symphony orchestra can make. 
Listen for loud sounds and soft sounds and everything in 
between! | 


Prokofiev/Excerpts from Peter and the Wolf 
Every story needs characters, and in our next piece, Peter 
and the Wolf by Sergei Prokofiev, each character is played 
by a different instrument. Peter and the Wolf is the story 
of a boy named Peter and his animal friends. You'll meet 
three of his special pals—a bird, a duck, and a cat. 


Rimsky-Korsakow/Flight of the Bumblebee 

The orchestra can sound like many different kinds 

of animals. In this piece, the orchestra sounds like a 
bumblebee by playing music that imitates a bee’s buzz.

Maybe the hen has just laid an egg!

In the 
music, you will hear her tell a story about a Prince who 
leaves his palace in search of adventure. Scheherazade 

is played by a solo violin, and the rolé of the Prince is 
enacted by the bassoon.

This thrilling story is about a ship under a magician’s 
spell, being tossed about on the ocean’s huge waves. © 

At the highpoint of the story, the ship crashes into a 
cliff so as to break the spell! With the spell now broken, 
Scheherazade (solo violin) ends the story by letting 

us know that everyone was safe and lived happily 

ever after.
